gastric digestion, and OOH tinned use will bring on a more chronic gastritis. 
I think that the use of alum baking powders should tx- prohibited bv 
law; that all baking powders should have a label certifying that they are 
free from alum: that the use of alum by bakers should be prohibited by law 
and that any breach of the law should be punishable by a suitable fine.
